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AMTRAK ACQUIRES THE CORRIDOR; CONRAIL BEGINS OPERATIONS 

Amtrak took title to the Boston-Washington Northeast (Colonial) Corridor April 1, 
over the objections of the Dept. of Transportation. Amtrak's Board of Directors, 
meeting March 31, voted to buy the Corridor, after ConRail earlier agreed to such a 
purchase. The price was $87 million, to be paid in B installments, the first due 
Oct 1. In the Congressional appropriation last month for Northeast rail reorganiza- 
tion, the purchase money was specifically omitted, but Congress told Amtrak and Con- 
Rail to decide on terms, The installment-plan purchase was the result (see also the 
article beginning on page 4), 

On the same date, the Consolidated Rail Corp. (ConRail) took over operations of 6 
bankrupt railroads (the Ann Arbor Railroad originally was to be included among these, 
but the state of Michigan purchased it. Richard D, Spence, formerly with Southern 
Pacific, is president of the quasi-governmental railroad organization. 

MINNESOTA IS LOSING THE ARROWHEAD 

The state of Minnesota, in refusing to pay its portion of operating expenses of 
Amtrak's Minneapolis-Duluth ARROWHEAD, the train that was inaugurated only last Apr 
15 (see RTN, Second Apr issue, 1975), has caused Amtrak to post notices of discon- 
tinuance of the run. Altho the train could have been dropped Apr 1, Amtrak decided 
to run it thru Apr 26 to avoid inconveniencing the public with an abrupt cessation 
of service. One man, State Senator Arnold, was holding up the state's appropria- 
tion on a technicality--an objection to Amtrak's paying the operating railroad in- 
centive bonuses for good on-time performance. A large anti-train Greyhound campaign 
has appeared in the area served by the train (which Amtrak said has had good rider- 
ship}, and some observers were investigating whether Arnold had been influenced by 
the bus interests. Amtrak reluctantly announced that trains 763 and 766 would have 
their last runs on Apr 25 and 761 would run for the last time Apr 26. The contract - 
between Amtrak and the state expired Mar 31. 


USA RAIL PASS EXTENDED THRU SUMMER MONTHS 


Amtrak announced Apr 1 that its new USA Rail Pass would continue into the summer, 
beyond the original May 15 cutoff date. Rates for the heavy summer season will be 
increased to $250 for 14 days, $325 for 21 days, and $400 for 30 days. During the 
summer, upgrading to first class status can be done no sooner than 30 minutes before 
train departure. Amtrak said that lower pass fares for next fall are being consid- 


ered. 
STARTUP OF TWO NEW TRAINS IS ANNOUNCED 

The DEL MONTE, called America's oldest name train, discontinued Apr 30, 1971, may 
be running in 6-12 months, The San Francisco-Monterey, CA run was announced Apr 1 
by Santa Clara County Supervisor Dan McCorquodale, altho a lot of red tape must be 
gotten thru before a startup can occur. The present plan is for two roundtrips per 
day--a commuter run leaving Monterey at 6am and reaching San Francisco at 9, with a 
return from S.F. at 5 with 8pm Monterey arrival, and another express roundtrip for 
tourist travel. The train would carry its traditional parlor car, and fares would 
be about $8-9 one way. Amtrak and CalTrans are doing a marketing study to determine 
the amount of subsidy required. The train would be a 403-B operation. 

The LAS VEGAS LIMITED, a Los Angeles-Las Vegas, NV weekend fun train, will begin 
operations May 21, according to a late March announcement. This train is another 
attempt to tap the Las Vegas market, after the demise of the LAS VEGAS CELEBRITY 
TRAIN (see RTN, First Oct 1974 issus). The weekends-only train will leave L.A. on 
Fridays at 1:30pm (train 782), arriving Las Vegas 8:55pm; returning, train 781 will 
leave Las Vegas Sundays at 2:05pm, reaching L.A. at 7:30pm. Stops are made at Pas- 
adena, Pomona, San Bernardino and Barstow. The train will have a capacity of 360 
coach seats, with two lounges. The Nevadaesupported 403-8 train is currently listed 
in Aatrak's reservations computer, and reservations can be made in the usual way.

THE DAY AMTRAK BECAME A RAILROAD

Wishing to be in Washington for the historic demise of the bankrupt Northeastern 
railroads, for the outcome of the battle between Amtrak and DOT for ownership of 
the Colonial Corridor, and for the startup of operations on the Washington Metro, 
not to mention seeing the cherry trees in blossom, we talked to Amtrak's friendly 
public relations department, and became the happy recipients of an Amtrak pass 
that would permit us not only to accomplish these ends but also to ride a good 
portion of the Amtrak system and experience operations on some new trains, includ- 
ing Amfleet corridor trains and the LAKE SHORE LIMITED. 

The evening of March 30 saw me detraining at Washington Union Station, amid the 
rubble of the National Visitors Center construction, Amtrak P.R, man Jim Bryant 
was there to welcome RTN to the Corridor and more or less to take charge of my 
well-being for nearly the next 48 hours while | absorbed the scene and made notes 
for this report to RTN readers. Soon we were at dinner, along with Amtrak Board 
member Ed Ullman--University of Washington professor who had flown out for the 
monthly Board meeting the following day--, Jim's wife Pat, and Ed's sister. We 
tried to avoid talking shop in deference to the women, but it was hard, in tight 
of the big day coming up, and the Board meeting at which would be decided whether 
Amtrak was to own the Corridor or sisply to lease it from ConRail, which was taking 
over the property and operations of the Penn Central and five other railroads--the 
Lehigh Valley, Centra! of New Jersey, the Reading, Lehigh and Hudson River, and the 
Erie Lackawanna--the day after next. 

March 31. The clouds of yesterday had turned into a steady rain. The sky was 
dark and gray. Commuter traffic into Washington was backed up for miles, as the 
wet pavement slowed drivers. Jim impatiently nudged his German car thru the clog 
of automobiles and into the parking area under the Amtrak Building in L'Enfant Plae 
za, Up on the eighth floor, news reports trickled in from around the nation--the 
latest, an item on the apparent coming demise of the ARROWHEAD: a Minnesota legis- 
lator was single-handedly holding out on the state's subsidy of the train because 
of a technicality--an objection to incentive payments to the railroad for good on- 
time performance; a Minneapolis civic leader was calling the situation hopeless, 

It had been 34 years since | had visited Amtrak headquarters, and things had ex- 
panded considerably, As Jie introduced me around, | began to experience one of the 
most delightful aspects of this visit--everyone seemed to be familiar with RTN, all 
seemed most happy to meet the editor, and were most generous with their praise of 
this publication ("a superb job" was a common eee 

The Board meeting was beginning as usual at 10am. We walked past the closed doors 
of the conference room, and | wondered exactly what was being said behind them. 
There was an air of expectancy at Amtrak, but not as great as one might suppose; 
everyone seemed too busy to be thinking about the outcome of the meeting. 

The day proved to be a long one, but seemed to pass quickly. Jim was called away 
from the office on another matter, and | took the opportunity, along with Richard 
L. Day, University of Idaho professor currently doing some marketing research for 
Amtrak, to ride the new Metro system (see separate article). When more stations 
are in service, it will be possible to ride the subway from L'Enfant Plaza to Union 
Station and avoid the rain that we ducked thru today. 

Back on the eighth floor, Joe Vranich was showing me the electronic beeper that 
summons him or any other public relations person who is on duty (a number of them 
take turns with 24-hour on-call duty) to a telephone for an important off-hour com- 
munication, Outside, the JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY cruised by. Time moved slowly now. 
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Finally, at 6:30pm, the Board meeting adjourned. 
meeting. 

| don't recall who brought us the word first--it may have been Ed Ullman. But 
the news was what Amtrak people had been hoping for: Amtrak got the Corridor. The 
corporation would be allowed to purchase the Boston-Washington line from ConRail, 
on the installment plan. There was a general feeling of relief, Amtrak would now 
own the physical plant of the Colonial Corridor, and would operate it on its own, 
with such operation being phased in within the next six months, It had been a dif- 
ficult bit of negotiation. There were papers to file before midnight, and the meet- 
ing had run until 6:30, The final vote in favor of the arrangement was eleven to 
one. The one dissenter was Deputy Transportation Secretary John Barnum, who repre- 
sents the DOT's interests on the Amtrak Board. Barnum had held firm with the Admin- 
istration's wish that Amtrak not own the Corridor, altho he later acknowledged that 
the 8-year installment plan purchase was better than outright purchase. Barnum had 
mounted what was essentially a "filibuster," someone said. The DOF had also opposed 
Amtrak's taking immediate title to the line, in the event a purchase was approved, 
until the last of the eight payments was made. As it turned out, Amtrak would be 
taking title tomorrow, and making payments to ConRail, in turn, ConRail would pay 
Amtrak for the use of the line for its freight operations. The DOT had reportedly 
proposed a plan whereby it (the DOT) would take title to the Corridor if Amtrak de- 
faulted on any payment. The DOT was determined that Amtrak should not own its own 
physical plant--and Amtrak badly wanted the line so it could control its Corridor 
operations better, could run its own trains and repair its own track more effici- 
ently. And now its wish was fulfilled--Amtrak was at last a railroad, at least 
here on the East Coast, with its own track and its own stations. 

After a late dinner at Jim Bryant's home, we raised our champagne glasses and 
toasted Awtrak's new Corridor. Then, in a pensive mood, someone said, "There must 
be a lot of people who aren't celebrating tonight. Think of the people who have 
worked maybe forty years or more for the same railroad, and now at 12 o'clock the 
railroad will cease to exist, They'l] be working for ConRail instead, It must be 
a sad occasion when the name they've been associated with all that time just dis- 
appears." | thought of a railroad calendar a reader had sent last Christmas, from 
one of the bankrupts, with a note that it was "The last one." | sincerely hoped 
that such people would find renewed satisfaction in their work under their new em- 
ployer, ConRail. We opened the windows to hear the rain, falling harder now. Out- 
doors the Dogwood was starting to bloom, but we couldn't see it just now, Exhaust- 
ed, we retired before midnight, and ' fall into a deep sleep. 

April 1, To my surprise, the sun was beaming brightly, and the sky had cleared. 
As we drove into Washington, spring was everywhere on the landscape, Cherry blos- 
soms and Daffodils gleamed at the blue sky. The radio was playing an April Fool's 
joke-~a hilariously botched performance of the "Hallelujah Chorus." Traffic moved 
swiftly and easily today. we hurried into the Amtrak Building, | had an appoint- 
ment with Dave Watts, Vice President and General Manager of National Operations, 
and | didn't want to be Tate, 

Today | would be leaving, taking the train to New York. We got word that the 
threatened transit strike in that city had been tentatively settled. | was re- 
lieved, because | would have only 80 minutes to change stations there, and a tran- 
sit strike might have made it impossible. Shortly, Dave Watts came by Jim Bryant's 
office and asked to change our appointment time. He was tied up with an unusual 
and serious problem. It happened that there were about 3 miles of track on the 
route of the JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY that were supposed to be abandoned under the Con- 
Rail takeover. These were Erie Lackawanna tracks on which the Chessie System had 
trackage rights. The Chessie wouldn't run the RILEY on that segment, and was proe 
posing a time-consuming detour, it looked as if a court battle might ensue. Ame 
trak was flying an attorney to the scene, and buses were readied at critical points. 


It had been an exceedingly long 
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Crews were readied who could handle the train cn the possible routes it wouid take. 
Amtrak could only sit back and wait for the train to approach the section of dis- 
puted track. 

Meanwhile, | spent about an hour in conversation with Eu Edel, Vice President - 
Public Relations, Ed was making the point that way too much of Amtrak's energy is 
spent "fire-fighting" (a favorite Amtrak phrase), combating problems that crop up 
from outside the corporation--from the bus people, from the administration, from 
the highway lobby, etc.,--so it leaves little time simply to work on making Amtrak 
a better railroad. Instead of devoting as much time and energy as possible to ser- 
vice improvements, new marketing approaches, etc.e, Amtrak has te waste much ot its 
resources in battling its critics, {t's hard to know from outside the corporation, 
Ed said, the day-to-day barriers Amtrak meets, Amtrak wanted to own the Corridor 
in order to eliminate some of these barriers, Working thru Penn Central, Amtrak 
had to go thru too many peopie to make decisions, It would take two months just to 
make schedula changes. Amtrak would like to start track renovation work tomorrow, 
but it has to go thru the DOT, which controls its money, so there's another delay. 
‘t's no wonder that rail improvements have come so slowly, with so much red tape 
and so many obstructions. 

| was flattered that Dave Watts was willing to take nearly an hour of his time 
on this very busy and difficult day to chat with me, We talked about the RILEY 
problem, and then got on the subject of Amtrak personnel. Dave said that a main 
goal is working with Amtrak personnel to inspire them to top-notch performance, 
"There's a way to motivate and enthuse on-board people that we haven't got our 
hands on yet," he said. "The real key is how well Amtrak people treat them," 

Watts was impressed with the personnel at Disney World in Florida, There are 
13,000 employees there, who go thru a "Walt Disney University" for their training, 
and their standards are high. Watts is personally going to investigate their pro- 
gram to see if there are any aspects of it that can be adopted by Amtrak. 

It was getting late, and | had to rush off to catch the 1:05pm train, the SENATOR, 
to New York. This would be my first opportunity to ride an Amfleet train, and my 
first ride on Amtrak-owned tracks. Jim Bryant offered to drive me to Union Station, 
since it was getting late, and we said quick goodbyes and rushed off, On the way 
out, Jim learned that Paul Reistrup was also taking off on the SENATOR. It looked 
like a great stroke of luck; there would be a rare opportunity to chat with the 
President of Amtrak. 

We hurried into Union Station, Jim brushing station personnel aside with his of- 
ficial identification card. We walked out onto the platform and immediately spot- 
ted Mr. Reistrup, along with Ed Ullman, looking over the new GE engine on our train. 
We had met only briefly a year ago, and Jim introduced us again. "I want to tell 
you something," Reistrup said immediately, as if he couldn't contain himself. "To- 
day it's ours. We own the Corridor." He must have known | knew it already, but 
he must have felt compelled to say it anyway. "Where are you going today?" asked 
Jim. "The President of the railread ought to look over the property on the first 
day of ownership," replied Reistrup. 

We looked over the engine some more, and Reistrup talked with the ConRail conduc- 
tor who would be aboard, It was engine 966, a GE E-60 electric. we learned that 
two other such engines had been bad-ordered, and the third one proved the charn. 

We boarded the train at the first coach and walked back to the Amclub car at the 
rear--car 20124--of the 6-car train. Coach passengers were boarding already. Walk- 
ing ahead of me, Reistrup stopped and lifted a suitcase to the luggage rack for a 
middle-aged woman, | wondered if she would ever know that it was the President of 
the railroad who had done the porter duties for her. 

The Amclub car had the rear section devoted to first class seating, the front part 
filled with coach seats, and a snack bar in the center, A curtain divided the first 
class area from the snack section. The car interior was very attractive, in shades

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of brown and sand, with red plush seats. A single row of seats ran aleng the lett 
side, with a double row opposite thea. The two restrooms yere at the far end of the 
car, past the coach section. Amtrak plans to phase in the first class service, and 
as patronage increases, to devote the entire car to the luxury seating. | decided 
that one should not approach these cars expecting the conventional parlor car. This 
car is in the European style, Reistrup told me. As we got underway, precisely at 
1:05, he asked the car attendant about the nature of complaints he receives, The 
answer was that the three most common complaints are about the 2-ande1 seating, the 
lack of a restroom in the first class area, and the fact that the restrocas are Agg- 
educational." it seemed to me that Amtrak could quite easily devote one of the two 
restrooms to men, one to women, rather than having two co-ed facilities. 

Reistrup and Ullman sat in adiacent double seats, and | took a single seat across 
the aisle. Ullman was going only to Baltimore, just to try out the new cars, and | 
stayed out of their conversation until that point, busying myself with ay notes and 
with a lunch of hamburger (95¢) and yogurt (65¢). The small first-class menu, dated 
March 1976, was similar to other such Corridor menus that have been around a tong 
time, The "Amclub Lunch and Dinner” section listed three selections: (1) Roast veal 
with mushroom sauce, zucchini-green beans and tomatoes, noodles with cheese ($4,75); 
(2) Breast of Cornish hen, Cordon Bleu, wild rice combination, peas and carrots, at. 
$3.95; (3) Salisbury steak, barbecue sauce, cut green beans, ranch style potatoes, 
at $2.95. Each of these meals came with tomato juice, Mexican cole slaw, bran muf- 
fins and butter, Karat cream cake, and coffee, tea or milk. There were four sand- 
wich choices, and a nuaber of miscellaneous snacks and beverages. Ed Wlaan ordered 
the Cornish hen, only to learn that breast of chicken had been substituted, which he 
agreed to try instead. He told Reistrup that he always tries everything he can on 
the menu when he travels around the country. Reistrup said that he prefers to order 
only his regular favorites. He was having a hamburger too, 

At Baltimore, which we reached at 1:49, Ullman prepared to detrain, and Reistrup 
told me he was "going to get on the motor." He would ride in the engine cab from 
here to Philadelphia. As Ullman stood outside on the platform, he half in jest pro- 
duced a napkin and cleaned the outside of my window. page / 


Shortly, we moved out again along the line. The Amfleet cars rode very well. dim 
Bryant had urged ma to try the ride over the trucks, and | did, finding it scarcely 
different fron mid-car. One feature of this train | found really appealing was the 
conductor's announcement made three minutes before each stop, and once again just as 
we approached a station, The CenRail conductor on this train had an excellent de- 
livery. "Ladies and gentlemen, we are now arriving Baltimore” he would say. He 
reminded passengers to check the luggage racks for belongings, and told them that 
they could get off from either end of the car. He concluded with "Thank you for 
riding Amtrak's Amfleet, and have yourself a nice afternoon." The train, incident- 
ally, was quite full. The three of us were the only Amclub patrons on at Washing- 
ton, but the car began to fill further up the line. Amclub reservations are not 
made by seat; only a space reservation is made, and you can select your own seat, 
The attendant asks each rider his preference for smoking or non-smoking section, He 
assigns part of the Amclub area to each variety of passenger. 

We reached Philadelphia at 3:19--4 minutes behiad schedule, due to slow orders. 
Here, in the Bicentennial City, a bit of history was being made today; this is the 
headquarters of ConRail, as it was of the Penn Central. Reistrup climbed out of the 
engine and returned to our Aaclub car, He motioned me to the seat beside him (seat 
37, Reistrup in seat 38), and talked about the safety features of the GE loco. The 
engineer locks as if he has the twitches, he said. He has to keep touching some 


metal part of the cab at least every 20 seconds, or a deademan control will automat- 
ically apply the brakes. There were several other intricate systems that | didn't 
quite understand. 

To my astonishment, Reistrup suddenly pulled a small blue card from his pocket. 
"I'm converting to your rating system," he said, and | saw that printed on the card 
in reduced type were the rating summaries from RTN's last reader train rating sur- 
vey (see RIN, First Jan. issue}. He pointed out a few anomalies in the results. 

How cone AutoeTrain gets a higher rating for track and roadbed than our Florida 
trains, he asked; they run on the same track. He suggested that a "halo effect" was 
operating; when people rate a train generally higher, they tend to inflate their 
ratings of all its features. 

We rode along for an hour and 40 minutes to New York, the President of the railroad 
out inspecting his new track on the first day, and | incredibly with his undivided 
attention all that time, Probably in no other way than by this fortuitous occurrence 
could | have gotten the ear of the Amtrak leader for such 2 long period of tine. He 
talked about Amtrak's new railroad property. We got some more GG-1's today, he said, 
and a hundred clocker cars disappeared. Amtrak also got at least one work train, 
and some wrecking equipment, plus yard switchers, He said that May 1 is the target 
date for Aatrak's hiring of the track workers. They want to start track renovation 
as soon as possible--they don't want to aiss the summer work season. Of course this 
timing is also dependant upon DOT's release of money for the job, so these important 
jobs are still not entirely within Amtrak's control. The second step will be the 
takeover of dispatchers and tower crews. Amtrak wants to take over the operations 
from CenRail as quickly as possible, but in any case within six months. Until then, 
Amtrak pays ConRail to run its trains, as it did Penn Central just yesterday. With- 
out controlling your own operations, Reistrup told me, it's not like running a rail- 
road; you're trying to run a railroad on the tracks of someone else who doesn't want 
you there. 

Reistrup repeated an expression of the sentiments | heard earlier from Ed Edel: 
Amtrak feels like a walnut in a vise. On the one side is Congress telling you to 
expand, and on the other is the DOT telling you to contract. You're caught between 
the two conflicting forces. 

Reistrup talked a little about recent Congressional hearings on Amtrak's funding.

are easy to dispose of in today's world. What about the stations? He didn't have 
such an easy answer to that question.

Suddenly, Reistrup asked 
me, rather rhetorically, "Nhat will happen if we lose some of our routes?" | was 
not prepared to try to answer that question, but | found myself saying quickly, "It 
doesn't really matter in the long run.

At this point, Reistrup brought up the subject of first class service. It will be 
the topic of the next Board meeting, on April 28. Reistrup said he feels that first 
class service should be offered on all daytime trains.

In 1909 the Washington Post proposed a subway for the nation's capital, Better 
late than never, on Mar 29 the first leg of the new Metro system in Washington open- 
ed to paying customers, after a preceding Saturday of free rides during which four 
times the expected 10,000 first-time passengers appeared. 

On the third day of revenue operations, your editor was on the scene, riding the 
4.6-mile route between Rhode island Avenue and Farragut North at the start of even- 
ing rush hour, Automatic fare equipment is not yet installed, so an attendant waits 
at an entrance point with a fare box before him into which is deposited 55¢ (during 
rush hours) or 40¢ (at other times), one flat fare for any amount of riding, Later 
on, sliding fares will be in effect, 

The line, only a small portion of the final 100-mile system, runs from the eleva- 
ted Rhode Island Ave. station north of downtown Washington, parallels Chessie Sys- 
tem tracks to the Union Station stop, the beginning of a subway section that runs 
on the Farragut North, with stops at Judiciary Square and Metro Center, For such a 
short line, it was certainly seeing a heavy patronage the first week. 

A comparison with BART is immediately invited, for the Rohr-built equipment cer- 
tainly resembles the Bay Area machines in many aspects, Cars have the familiar 
BART sounds, tho loud rumbling in subways was heard from station platforms. Car in- 
teriors are much like BART cars, with solid plastic seat cushions to discourage van- 
dalism, and a few more upright bars for standees to cling to. About 40 cars are now 
considered ready for service. 

To eyes familiar with BART, the system map seems to show a better plan, hitting 
more places that people need to go to (once it is complete), Early next year the 
next section, including service to National Airport, is expected to open. The en- 
tire system will cost$4.5 billion when completed, unless inflation intervenes fur- 
ther. But Washington will have a system to be proud of, and at last is joining the 
other great cities of the world--Paris, London, New York, Serkeley--that boast of 
fine subway systems. Station design, incidentally, is similar around the system, 
being a natural concrete grid pattern, as seen in the photo,

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FROM SEA TO SEA AND BACK ON AMTRAK

On praceding pages were related my experiences at Amtrak headquarters when the 
Colonial Corridor changed hands, Now let me tell about the 7000-mile Amtrip that 
took me there and back. 

The long trip began on a small train--the SAN JOAQUIN, train 710, on March 27 at 
Oakland, Calif. This is a very nice train indeed; it has some improved equipment on 
it now, and could use more patrons, Consist this day was F units 112 & 118; baggage- 
coach combo 1602 (formerly a baggage-lounge named "Silver Salon", fitted with 36 wine 
and blue airlineestyle seats, unusual rounded interior design), lunch counter car 
8117, and coach 6800 (former cafe-observation built for the Great Northern, in splen- 
did unrefurbished condition). The train had a fine crew, and the only misadventure 
of the run was the fact that President Ford. was te arrive at Fresno about the same 
time as we, so the FBI ordered all trains halted there so crossing gates would not 
slow Ford's motorcade from the airport. We sat at Fresno 45 minutes, but never saw 
a motorcade, A couple of middle-aged women on the train made it clear they resented 
this delay, and would under no conditions vote for Mr. Ford. We gained sone time, 
arriving Bakersfield 30mins late. We learned that Santa Fe will build a new Bakers- 
field station, agreeing that they erred in tearing down the old one (station is now 
in a trailer). 

Two people took the Greyhound connection to L.A. Union Station, The bus left 30 
mins late, thanks mostly to Santa Fe freights blocking the road, and the driver hur- 
ried us like mad over the Tehachapis. At one point he stopped to move a family with 
a screaming baby boy to the rear of the buse=couldn't take it any longer. He really 
worked hard te get us te our station at 7:42, before the 8pm SOUTHWEST LIMITED depar- 
ture. Train 4 was a real treat, as ever. We occupied the New York thru car on the 
end (car 2621 "Pacific Northwest”). Consist was: engines 508, 518, 617; cars 1030, 
9990, 9909,9985, 9916, 2214, 9351, 8072, 2759, 2367, 2621. Best faature of this 
train was the superb dining car crew under Mr. B. Jones, who is an extraordinarily 
talented steward. The dome on this train is probably my favorite typa of car now 
running; but there was no music in it (there was a year ago), and several windows 
ware cracked and steamed, It showed a general air of neglect. At 8pm the second 
night wa stopped to lock for a suspected hotbox under car 2367, Bedroom B was get- 
ting a burning odor, but it was apparently only an aisle ceiling heater going bad. 

We reached Kansas City on time, early in the morning, and our car was set out and 
placed in the consist of the NATIONAL LIMITED, train 30, due to depart at 11am. The 
porter pointed out a good place for breakfast (the train serves no food until depar- 
ture}-=the Crown Center Hotel complex across the street. There is easy access to 
the station tracks from an adjoining parking lot, so it's nc problem leaving tha 
train and returning, taking pictures from an overhead roadway, etc. 

| was quite pleased with the NATIONAL LIMITED. it's said that the train has Seen 
improved recently, and it rose in our last rating survey, At no point did | exper- 
tence discomfort from bad track. Poor sections are taken slowly, and there are a 
number of excellent, repaired sections. The dining car crew was excellant. The 
porter was anxious to please, but seemed poorly trained. Once he washed my window, 
at my request. Consist of #30 was: engines 593, 472 (ex-Hilw "B" unit}; cars 1191, 
2621, 2796, 8324, 5646, 5670, 5437, 5275. At St. Louis were added to the rear txo 
deadheading cars--a coach and dome lounge 9371. Having the dome on the train was a 
novelty, and | photographed it as we moved over the bridge across the Mississippi. 
The deadheads went to Indianapolis, to Beech Grove Shops. Beyond St. Louis we moved 
jnto a Midwestern storm, and we headed toward a big double rainbow for a half hour 
(without ever reaching it!). In the dark, across illinois and Indiana, we encount- 
ered an electric storm which filled the sky with sheet lightning. | slept poorly, 
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not because of bad track, but because engine noises from the old Milwaukee Road en- 
gine kept waking me. 


At Harrisburg, | was to take the tri-weekly connection, train 430, to Washington. 
No crew members bothered to keep track of where people in the thru sleeper were 
headed, and | had to get to the right place thru my own efforts. The arrangement is 
that you move to the last car (a coache-car 5275) at Harrisburg, and do it quickly, 
because the car is taken off the train there. Train 430 consisted of this coach and 
a GG-1 for power (usually it's a diesel). | was completely unprepared for this train. 
We were quickly out in the wilds, and moving slowly along the Susquehanna River, It 
reminded me of the former Northwestern Pacific Budd car on the Eel River. t enjoyed 
the slow ride and the sightseeing immensely, And then when we reached the main Penn 
Central line, we suddenly accelerated up to Metroliner speed, and we were a quite dif 
ferent kind of train! Rocks flew at us, and i was glad for the Texan, The coach, a 
former Rio Grande car, rode very well under ali these diverse conditions. 

We reached Washington 20mins late, and our good-sized crowd detrained (patronage 
vas good all along my route, incidentaliy, and | found a goodly number of first-time 
train riders, undoubtedly a lot of them riding on the USA Rail Pass). 

On the return trip i bearded the LAKE SHORE LIMITED, train 49, at New York April 1. 
Consist (after the Boston section was added) was: engine 588; cars 1513, 2028 "Loch 
Tarbet®, 2815 "Otter River" (my car), 2233 "Sebring" (overheating), 5644, 8330, 3644 
"Nathan Sale", and 2 er 3 coaches, | found this a very fine train, with skillful 
crews. Two points stand out: the 24-seat diner section was woefully inadequate te 
handle the patrons of this train, and something should be done pronto before the 
train loses its patronage. | had a 24-hour wait for dinner, and after an hour wait- 
ing for breakfast, | decided to buy sandwiches for lunch in the lounge--much faster, 
tho poorer quality, The lounge was parlor car "Nathan Hale"--a car which was a big 
hit with the passengers, many of whom hadn't seen big, swivel parlor seats before.

Canned beans are 
the other most frequent vegetable found, always limp and overcooked. 

After this monotony, | was happy to find that on the SFZ we had Mexi-corn the 
first night, and carrots the second. and to my delight, there was a Western Region 
luncheon special on the weekend: a delicious turkey, bacon and tomato club sandwich. 

At Denver, the two domes were removed, plus one sleeper, and ex-SP dome lounge 9373 
was added. People commented that they preferred the 9373 to the Great Dome, which 
had airline-type coach seating, with seats too low for the windows, refurbishod in a 
handsome dark blue, It was a spectacular car, but the 9373 seemed more homey. The 
lounge attendant played some good jazz as we rolled across the wilds of Wyoming, un- 
der a starry sky. Music is one of the most difficult commodities to obtain when you 
are traveling, and | always appreciate efforts to provide it. 

The second night the horns on our fresh Amtrak units (put on at Denver) mal func- 
tioned, and we were delayed a half hour at Sparks, Nevada while they were worked on, 
At Sparks, two coaches and private observation "La Condesa" were added to the train. 
Nearing Sacramento, the horns were still bad, and we stopped for 10 minutes at Rose- 
ville while an SP engine was added to the front to provide a horn. 

The crossing of the Sierra was spectacular, and dome patrons were really taking in 
the scenery, On March 23 there had been a freight derailment here that knocked out 
part of a snowshed and caused the train to be re-routed over Western Pacific. Every- 
one in the dome stood to look down at the remains of two freight cars as we moved 
past the scene. Open boxes of Westinghouse fluorescent’ lamps were protruding from 
one smashed boxcar. page 15 


After being nearly 4 hours late in lowa, we gained time on our padded schedule and 
reached Oakland only 1¢ hours late. As we passed near Richmond, a kid heaved a hunk 
of concrete at the dome and broke one of the big curved side windows, without injure 
ing anyone. It had been an exciting trip, as it usually is on the rails, and a est 
way to see America. As one first-time rider remarked in the diner of the SFZ: can 
see why people take the train, It's a nice break!" 


Mixed Train of Thoughts 


THE ENEMIES OF passenger trains have been hard at it during this critical period of 
Congressional debate over Amtrak funding. The extremely negative article by Donald 
l. Rogers mentioned here last issue apparentiy was printed in every Hearst newspaper 
in the country (Rogers is on the Hearst payroll). Not only that, but it was fol- 
lowed up by an editorial in every Hearst paper calling attention to the article and 
reiterating its claim that Amtrak "has used more energy per passenger mile, polluted 
the environment mora per passenger mile and cost more to operate per passenger mile 
than any other existing form of transportation." Then scandal columnist Jack Ander- 
son's cronies got into Amtrak and went thru their records, They didn't come up with 
anything new, but tried to make a story about small amounts spent for entertainment, 
atc. These Johnny-come-1atel ys fussed about Paul Reistrup! s $85,000 salary. They 
probably weren't around during the long, hard campaign to get Congress to increase 
Amtrak's President's salary to that amount so the corporation could get a decent man 
as its leader, Amtrak called their work a "nit-picking hatchet job." A spokesman 
said the kids that plowed thru Amtrak expense accounts "certainly did not conduct 
themselves in a professional manner" altho Amtrak cooperated fully. (Incidentally, 
readers in our area never got the full Jack Anderson story; the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, which clips off articles with a meat cleaver, left out the positive remarks 

at the end, printing the negative comments at the beginning of the column)...

(Maybe the Wall Street Journal won't be around in 2000)... ite MOBIL OIL CORPORATION 
doesn't Tike trains either, In its latest of a series of "educational" columns on 
energy ("Observations," Mar 28) it resorts to a cartoon of two silly-looking legis- 
lators looking at a broken-down, Rube Goldbergish steam engine, with the comment: 
"What a great design, Senator. Lot's try it on the oil companies",.... ALL THE TIME 
that the oil moguls and the highway lobby are fighting good public transportation, 
the nation js slipping back into its old ways of over-dependence on the auto. Auto 
sales rose 50% in March (compared with March 1975) and the DOT had to report (Mar 24) 
that "The nation's traffic fatalities rose more than 4% in February over the level of 
February 1975, abruptly ending a downward trend that covered the last six months"...

SAN FRANCISCO ZEPHYR ran 
over and severed a 345,000 volt Nebraska Public Power District transmission line be- 
tween Hastings and Lincoln which was knocked down by a severe wind and blizzard hit- 
ting south-central Nebraska on Mar 30.
